RESAGA IS SWEPT 
BY STUBBORN FIRE

Depot, Two Mills, Four 
Residences and Much Lum- 
ber Destroyed Before the 
Flames Are Arrested. 


Calhoun, Ga., July 5.—(Special.)— 
The town of Resaca, about five miles 
from here, was threatened with de- 
struction by a fire that started short- 
ly before noon today and was finally 
conquered by desperate fighting late 
tonight, after it had destroyed the de- 
pot, wiped out two plants and four 
small residences, burned up $10,000 
worth of lumber and put the Western 
and Atlantic tracks out of commission. 

The blaze was discovered in the de- 
pot just after the Western and Atlan- 
tic train, going north, had left at 11:40 
o'clock, and it is believed that a spark 
from the engine was the cause. 

In the absence of adequate fire fight- 
ing apparatus, the fire spread to the 
Resaca mills, the Tailor mills sand 
small homes near by. Great piles of 
lumber stacked along the track were 
soon ablaze and caused crossties on 
the track to burn. It will be twelve 
hours or more before the track can 
be put into condition for traffic. 

It was late at night before the flames 
were finally under control, and the 
more pretentious residences, in the 
path of the fire, saved. Thousands of 
spectators were attracted to the scene. 

The total loss, it is believed, will 
be between $30,000 and $50,000. 


SIX ARE INJURED 


IN TROLLEY CRASH 


Over Hundred Passengers 
in Panic When Three Ma- 
con: Cars Have Smash-Up 
on Steep Grade. 


Macon, Ga., July 5.—At least six 
persons were badly hurt when a Belle- 
vue street car that had gotten beyond 
control crashed into a Cemetery Belt 
car, the latter car being driven Into an 
Ocmulgee Park car on the grade at 
Forsyth and Monroe streets at 7:45 
o'clock tonight. cs 

More than a hundred men and wom- 
en were thrown into a panic. Many 
leaped from the windows of the street 
cars. 

There were eight passengers in the 
Cemetery Belt car, which was reduc- 
ed to kindling wood in the crash, the 
wreckage being scattered for some dis- 
tance. 

George Holmes, conductor on the 
Cemetery Belt car, acting as motor- 
man, was driven into the wreckage 
when the vestibule of his car was com- 
pletely torn away. He is not as badly 
hurt as some of the women. 

Conductor A. F. Weems, of the Belle- 
vue car, which was carrying fifty-seven 
passengers, was seriously bitten by 
women whom he tried to keep from 
jumping during the panic at the time 
of the crash. 

All of the injured have been taken 
to the hospital. None will die, it is 
ex pected.

At Three Times as He Re- 
turns in Auto From Visit- 
ing a Patient. 


BELIEVED THAT WOMAN 
MURDERED MRS. BAILEY 


Sheriff Says He Has Enough 


Evidence to Warrant the 


Arrest of Woman — In- 
quest Resumed Today. 


Freeport, N. Y., July 5.—Dr. Edwin | 
Carman, in whose office Mrs. Louise, 


Bailey was murdered last Tuesday eve- 
ning, was shot at three times tonight 


as he drove in his automobile through | 


the town of Baldwin, near here. None 
of the bullets struck him. The doctor 
was on his way home from Rockville 
Center, where he had been to attend a 
patient. 

Dr. Carman’s Story. 

Dr. Carman told the police the story 
of the attack on him. He had been out 
making professional calls and passed 
through Rockville Center on his way 
home. There he met Garland Gaden, 
an actor, and invited him to ride home 
with him. 


“Gaden accepted my invitation,” said | 


Dr. Carman, “and get into the car. We 
stopped in a store, and as we again 
fot into the car I noticed a man ona 
bicycle near the curb. We drove off 
without paying particular attention to 
the man. $ 

“When about a mile and half out of 
town I heard a report, and thought one 
of the tires had exploded. My friend 
got out on one side of the machine and 
I got out on the other. As soon as I 
put my foot on the ground I heard 
another shot, and when I looked around 
I saw the man I had seen when we 
Came out of the store standing beside 
his bicycle with a revolver in his hand. 
Gaden shouted: ‘My God, Carman, he’s 
trying to kill you.’ 

“We both jumped into the car: there 
was another report, and-a bullet went 
singing by“my head. Gaden and I 
leaned far over in our seats to be out 
of range of bullets, and I opened the 
throttle as far as it would go.” 

Hunting for the Man. 

Dr. Carman, on his arrival in Free- 
port, hurried to police headquarters 
and told his story. Sheriff Pettit 
quickly sped to the scene of the shoot- 
ing in a high-powered automobile, 
closely followed by a posse. At mid- 
night an automobile full of detectives 
and policemen went to the scene and 
other detectives were rushed off to the 
nearby towns of Baldwin, Rockville 
Center and Lynnbrook to hunt for the 
man on a bicycle described by Dr. Car- 
man. 

The authorities placed special sig- 
nificance on the fact that the would-be 
assassin was said to have been on a 
bieycle. During the night following 
the murder of Mrs. Bailey, when blood- 
hounds were used, they circled the 
Carman house once and then started 
off down the road on which Dr. Carman 
Was returning home tonight. The de- 
tective who had charge of the hounds 
at that time eaid they had much diff- 
culty in following the scent, and ex- 
pressed the belief that the person they 
were following was riding a bicycle. 

A police official suggested the pos- 
sibility that Dr. Carman’ mi bt have 
been mistaken in believing he was the 
object of a murderous attack. Dr. Car- 
man, howeyer, was positive in hie 
statements, and Gaden, his companion 
confirmed the story. 

Woman to Be Arrested. 

Sufficient evidence has been discov- 
ered to warrant the arrest of a woman 
for the murder of Mrs. Bailey, accord- 
ing to Sheriff Stephen P. Pittit, of Nas- 
hua county. The sheriff tonight re- 
fused to disclose the exact nature of 
this evidence. He announced the wom- 
an would be taken into custody before 
the end of the week, possibly at the 
close of the coroner’s inquest, which 
will be resumed tomorrow. The sheriff 
added that the important evidence in 
his possession would not be presented 
at tho inquest. 

Whether this so-called new evidence 
is the revolver with which the murder 
was committed the gheriff would not 
say. The ends of justice, he declared, 
would be defeated should he amplify 
his statement. f 

When the inquest is resumed, Mrs. 
Ida Powell, sister of Mrs. Florenbe 
Conk¥n Carman, wife of the physician, 
will be recalled to the stand, Coroner 
Norton said tonight. It ig understood 
she will be given an opportunity to 
change testimony she gave Friday con- 
cerning her whereabouts just before 
the murder. 

Mrs. Carman on Front Porch. 

George Golder, one of Dr. Carman’s 
patients, who was in the house when 
the shot was fired, testified he saw Mrs. 
Carman on the front porch of her home 
when he entered the house a half hour 
before the shot was fired. When it was 
suggested he might have mistaken Mrs. 


} Carman for her sister, Golder was con- 


fronted with the two women and im- 
mediately identified Mrs. Carman as the 
woman he had seen not only on the 
porch. before the murder, but in the 
doctor’s office just after it. 


Mrs. Carman and Mrs. Powell both | 
denied they were on the front porch at 


all last Tuesday night. Now, Coroner 
Norton says he understands Mrs. Powell 
has “refreshed her memory” and re- 
members she was sitting on the porch 
with Mrs. Platt Conklin, her mother, 
when Golder arrived.

’ @perating under the command of Gen- 
eral Jesus Carranza, arrived at Sal- 
tillo yesterday to discuss with the first 
chief conditions in the fleld near San 
Luis Potosi. He said the entire coun- 
try was friendly to the constitutional- 
ists and that if sufficlent arms could 
be provided, General Jesus Carranza 
eould have a force of 35,000 within 
eae few days. Colonel Mariel declared 
Colonel Santos, with 900 men; Colonel 
Jose Hernandez Mirze, with 600, and 
Colonel Laraga, with 1,000, had joined 
General Carranza recently and that 
there were 15,000 more recruits anx- 
jous to join if arms could be provided. 

An error made by American news- 
papers in referring to Alfredo Breceda, 
now in Washington as private secre- 
tary of Genera] Carranza, was pointed 
out by arrivals from Saltillo. Breceda, 
it was explained, was secretary to Gen-: 
eral Carranza when Carranza was gov- 
ernor of Coahuila, and is still attached 
to Carranza’s staff, but the position of 
private secretary to the first chief is 
held now by Gustavo Espinosa 
Moreles. 

Carransa-Vilia Differences. 

Differences between General Fran- 
cisco Villa and General Carranza, 
which are being arbitrated by a com- 
mission at Torreon, really were the 
outgrowth of a misunderstanding, ac- 
cording to the messengers from Sal- 
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tillo. According to the word reaching 
}here the trouble arose, at least, in 
part, over the efforts of General Na- 
tera to capture Zacatecas. 

It is said General Natera either was 
misinformed regarding the number of 
federals in the town, or concealed the 
facts, giving General Carranga the im- 
pression that the garrison numbered 
not more than 5,000 men. 

After Natera had lost more than 
2,600 men in his assaults, he asked 
for reinforcements, and, it is said, Gen- 
eral Carranza then sent an order to 
General Villa based on the informa- 
tion regarding the federal strength 
given him by Natera. 

Villa, having advices that this in- 
formation was incorrect, and that the 
federals numbered nearly 14,000, took 
exception to the order. It is believed 
that when the various facts are dis- 
cussed frankly at the conference a con- 
clusion satisfactory to both sides will 
be reached. 

The fleet of six military aeroplanes 
gathered by the constitutionalists at 
Saltillo will be moved to San Lauis 
Potosi, accgrding to word reaching 
here, to be used in the attack on that 
city. They will be under active direc- 
tion of an American aviatore 

Carothers At Torreon, 

George ©. Carothers, representative 
of the state department, is reported to 
have gone from Saltillo to Torreon with 
the commissioners who went there to 
treat with General viila’s represent- 
atives. L. J. Canova, another repre- 
sentative of the state department, re- 
mained in Saltillo, however, to Keep 
in touch with General Carranza.

eliminated tomorrow when the final 
session is held. The following state- 
ment was issued by the secretaries of 
the conference: 

“The delegates arrived at a complete 
understanding of the points which are 
being treated in the session today.

El Paso, Texas, Jury 6.—Roberto Pes- 
quiera, Carranza’'s confidential agent, 
tonight sent a strong~=protest to Gen- 
eral Villa regarding what Pesqueira 
termed the “criminal acts” of Villa’s 
agents in making away with Carranza’'s 
fiat paper ourrency on this eide of the 
line. 

It was learned today that Carranza 
had outlawed all fiat paper of the na- 
tfonal issue not put into circulation,by 
his officials. This will affect several 
millions of pesos, which the Ville of- 
ficlals have confiscated and stamped. 

Hearing will be held here on the 
temporary injunction obtained by the 
Carranza people, which held a ship- 
ment of four million pesos constitu- 
tionalists money on thig side of the 
line: Carranza’s agents here announc- 
ed that tomorrow a general injunction 
will be sought through the courts at 
Washington restraining all express 
companies from handling the Mexican 
paper. 

Pesqueira sent a lon message to 
Villa charging that Santiago Winfield, 
Villa’s commander at Juarez who had 
been entrusted with the duty of for- 
warding constitutiqnalist currency 
from Washington, had stolen the mon- 
ey. 


WASHINGTON IS EAGER 
FOR NEWS OF ELECTION 


Washington, July 5.—Washington 
awaited anxiously tonight for details 
of the election held today in Mexico to 
choose a successor to General Hureta. 
Up to a late hour little had been heard 
from the election except that one had 
pte held, and that the voting was 
ight. 

While an early report from Mexico 
City said it was believed General 
Huerta had been the favorite in vot- 
ing for the presidency, the general be- 
lief here was that Huerta had not 
been a candidate, and that it was the 
intention to choose Pedro Lascurain as 
president. 

Reiterations were received today in 
private dispatches. from Mexico City 
that Huerta, in a final effort to re- 
store peace, intended to>turn the gov- 
ernment over to Lascurain, who, in 
turn, would name some constitutional- 
ist as minister as foreign affairs. Then 
Lascurain, according to these reports, 
would resign, leaving the constitu- 
tionalist to succeed to the presidency.

In the house the debate on the Mc- 
Crory school bill will be resumed, The 
discussion of the measure will probably 
take up all of Monday morning's sés- 
sion and may run over into Tuesday. 
The bill, which provides for the pub- 
lication by the state of two text-books, 
is being fought by several members of 
the house and champoined by an equal 
number. The fate of the measure will 
not be known until a final vote is 
taken. It may be amended before it 
comes up for passage. 

As soon @s the school book Dill is 
disposed of the bills calling for consti- 
tutional amendments will be taken up 
as they have been made a special order 
for Tuesday morning. These include 
several of the new county Dills. 

Fight for Highway Commission. 

A atrong fight, it is understood, will 
be made to take from the table some 
time during the week the bill creating 
a public highway commission which 
was tabled last week.

law prohibiting the shipment of liquor 
into a dry state; to make clubs dispose 
of liquor from only bona fide lockers; 
to allow the manufacture and sale of 
pure beer. The committee has been 
called upon to make an early report 
and the resolution is now with the rules 
committee. 

Woman’s Suffrage Bill. 

On Tuesday afternoon at 3 o'clock 
there will be a meeting of the commit- 
tee on constitutional amendments when 
the bill providing for a vote of the peo- 
ple on woman’s suffrage will be taken 
up and acted upon. There will be pres- 
ent representatives from five woman’s 
clubs, four for the bill and one against. 
Several ladies will speak, both for and 
against the bill. A number of citizens 
and members of the house will also ask 
to be allowed to speak off the bill. The 
session of the committee promises to 
be one of great interest. 

Next Saturday’s session of the house 
will be devoted to the passage of local 


bills, there being quite a number now 


waiting for a third reading. No local 
bills have so far been acted upon by 
the house, except five which were taken 
up by special consent last week. 
There will be house committee meet- 
nee every afternoon during the week. 
t of the fifty allotted days the leg- 
islature has already consumed twelve 
days and there is much work ahead 
for both the senate and the house.

REFUTED BY PRICE 


Commissioner of Agriculture 
Produces Proof That He Had 
Enough Votes to Elect.

Tallapoosa, Ga., July 5.—(Special.)— 
In a vigorous campaign speech, made 
to a large Fourth of July crowd here 
Saturday morning, State Commissioner 
of Agriculture J. D. Price produced 
records and affidavits to refute the 
charge of his opponent, J. J. Brown, 
to the effect that illegal votes had been 
cast in favor of Price in the Macon 
convention. ; 

Mr. Price avowed his intention of re- 
fraining from any mudslinging or news- 
paper controversy, but said he felt it his 
duty to ‘his friends and to the voters 
of Georgia to nail campaign false- 
hoods which had been. circulated 
against him. , 

The specific illegal voting charge 
which published reports credited Mr. 
Brown with making, was that the man 
who cast Chattooga county’s votes held 
no credentials, did not live in Chat- 
tooga and had been influenced by Price 
with the promise of a fertilizer in- 
spector’s position in exchange for hie 
lllegal votgs. 

Pn his speech here Mr. Price brand- 
ed these charges as false. He produced 
records showing that the Chattooga 
county votes were cast by Elmo Bal- 
lew, an accredited delegate to the con- 
vention; that the votes were cast for 
Price because Price had carried Chat- 
tooga county by 83 majority, and that 
the people of Chattooga and the dele- 
gates of the convention approved the 
action. He produced an affidavit from 
Ballew showing that Ballew not only 
had never been promised any kind of 
position or reward from Price, but that 
as a matter of fact he had never re- 
ceived or held any position under Price. 

Mr. Price showed further that even 
if Chattooga’s votes had been cast for 
Brown it would not have affected the 
outcome, since on the first ballot Price 
got 177 votes and Brown 177, while it 
required 185 to elect. .Mr. Price’ de:

BETTER THAN POLITICS. 

The other day there died in South Caro- 
lina.a man who {is to be credited with more 
good to the race than an army of politi- 
cians. He was Captain Zachariah J. Drake, 
aged 71 years, of Bennettsville, and he be 
came the world’s champion corn grower 
in 1889 when he raised 254 bushels of corn 
to the acre. 

Since the exploit of Captain Drake, the 
boys’ corn clubs and the propaganda gen- 
erally looking to increasing the production 
of corn to the acre have multiplied and 
produced results. Captain Drake was, how- 
ever, a pioneer in that post-bellum period 
when the south needed most to learn the 
value of modern and intensive methods of 


cultivation. 

After Appomattox, when the south was 
in the slough of despond and was existing 
largely on credit based on the promise of 
its cotton, agricultural formulas were 
wasteful and old-fashioned. This lack of 
scientific knowledge included the produc- 
. tion of cotton as well as corn. It did not 
exempt a single one of the section's re- 
sources. As a result, the nightmare of 
debt that hung over the section became 
heavier than ever, and the way to release 
seemed the more obscure. 

One of the light-bearers for that period 
was Captain Drake. Careful study and ex- 
periment taught him that it was cheaper 
to raise a big crop of corn on a few acres 
than to scatter it over a huge area. Year 
by year, with an @scending series of profits, 
he disclosed the amazing fertility of one 
acre of land, when it was properly fer- 
tilized and properly cultivated. 

There is little doubt that the example 
of this sturdy old South Carolinian had a 
splendid effect upon the agriculture of his 
state, as well as upon the states adjoin- 
fing. His neighbors first caught the cue 
and begun to intensify their operations. 
Then other states, reading of the achieve- 
ment, analyzed the methods by which it 
was obtained, and applied these methods to 
their own soil. 

At his death, therefore, Captain Drake 
leaves for himself a monument more en- 
during than one rearing itself heavenward 
and bearing his name. He definitely in- 
creased the productiveness of the lands 
of his people, adding to their wealth at a 
time when most the stimulating effect 
of such policies was needed. 


. CROP-MOVING MONEY. 


Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo is 
taking a census of the national banks to 
ascertain their sentiments with regard to 
the advisability of the government's help- 
ing to finance the crop movement. Last 
year the treasury department loaned the 
banks of the country an aggregate of 
$37,000,000 to aid in the crop movement, 
and it was all paid back with interest 
before April of the present year. 

The secretary says it is probable that 
the new currency system will be operative 
before the crop-moving season. But, he 
. adds, the department wants to extend all 
. the aid in its power to facilitate crop move 
ments, and if the new system needs re- 
enforcement, the department stands ready 
to supply it. 

Secretary McAdoo’s position is com- 
mendable. The fall of each year is made 
perennially a season of tension by the 
movements of great sums of money to. the 
_gouth and to the west to finance the cot- 
ton, wheat and corn crops, not to mention 
smaller products. With the growth of the 
country, and the increasing demands on 
our currency system, the strain has been 
‘more, injuriously felt in the great money 
‘centers, and by them distributed to all 
‘lines of business and industry. 

The friends and students of the new

is right in taking no chances. Reports at 


present available indicate that nearly all 
crops will reach record, or near record, 
proportions. In the meantime, if business 
this fall resumes anything resembling its 


natural proportions, there will be a great | 


demand for money. ‘ 
In the face of these conditious, it is 
imperative that there be scarcity .of cur- 


rency at no point, and that elasticity be | 
the dominant characteristic. Whether this} 


end will be assuréd by the new currency 
system, or whether distribution of money 
by the treasury department is required, 
may, be a matter for debate. The main 
necessity is that by whatever means there 
shall be no unwonted drag on business 
when the autumn revival opens up in its 
full force. ' 

The report of the national banks to 
the treasurer ought to make interesting 
reading. We should learn more about the 
actual financial and industrial condition of 
the country than by any quantity of long- 
range estimates or guesses made alter 
nately by  wprofessional optimists or 
pessimists. 


A POLITICAL JAG ENDED. 


Colonel Roosevelt is no longer the con- 
tributing editor to The Outlook. News to 
that effect is sent out formally by the Asso- 
ciated Press, with no comment save that 
there has been no break in the friendly rela- 
tions between T. R. and the Abbotts. Since 
March, 1909, after he left the white house, 
Roosevelt has been contributing at regular 
intervals to the periodical. 

Two theories, both plausible, are ad- 
vanced for the Colonel’s departure from The 
Outlook. One is the matter of salary. The 
other is the manner in which the contribut- 
ing editor overshadowed the actual editor, 
Lyman Abbott, and the manner in which he 
led a sober-sided, sedate and eminently re- 
served publication into unexpected orgies, 
one-steps, tangoes, hesitations, trots and 
other political antics. 

For the first year or two of the Colonel’s 
incumbency the righteous Outlook had a 
dream of rejuvenation, of national power 
and scope overshadowing in the field of 
magazines and polemics. Then came disillu- 
sionment. The Colonel might become an 
editor, but he was no less the politician, with 
personal ambitions. The exigencies of poli- 
tics forced him to squirm, skirt-dance and 
duck. The hallowed Dr. Abbott, who has an 
abnormally keen conscience, felt impelled to 
follow suit. The good man must have suf- 
fered agonies, must have racked his rheu- 
matic mental joints as T. R. hustled him 
from position to position, changing over- 
night. without batting an eyelash. The or- 
deal would have been too gruelling for one 
less ecclesiastical in his make-up than the 
benevolent doctor. The wonder is that the 
split did not come sooner, that it was not 
ushered in before the doctor provoked vul- 
gar mirth with his diverting little fable of 


the three cups of coffee. 


Other publishing houses offer plenty of 
safety valves for T. R.’s intellectual steam, 
and the first page of the newspapers is ever 
open to him. In the meantime, the esteemed 
Outlook will resume its accustomed jog-trot 
and its convenient day-dreams, broken only 
by memories of the more or less glorious 
mental and political jag from the effects of 
which it is now slowly recovering. 


A SURPRISED STATESMAN. 


The estimable Richmond Pearson Hobson 
presents a humorous spectacle in national 
politics at this juncture. Mr. Hobson, it will 
be remembered, is the immediate progenitor 
and sponsor for the movement for nation- 
wide prohibition in the form of a constitu- 
tional amendment. He has been pushing 
that issue since he went to the house of 
representatives from Alabama, and it fur- 
nished him the chief issue in his recent 
senatorial campaign, when the voters de- 
cided rather emphatically that if it was just 
the same to Mr. Hobson, they’d rather he 
stay at home and let Oscar Underwood rep- 
resent them in the senate. : 

All this as a preamble to the present 
bloody crisis in the house of representatives. 
Now, Mr. Hobson has, for many moons, been 
agitating for a vote in the house on his pet 
resolution looking to a nation swept dry of 
the demon rum. He has been holding the 
club over the heads of fellow-members and 
picturing to their perspiring dismay just how 
much explaining they would have to do back 
home if their votes Were recorded in the 
negative. Incidentally, of course, Mr. Hob- 


son was blandly indifferent to any personals 


political advantage that might accrue from 
such a development. His sole and sufficient 
reward would be the applause of a spacious 
conacience. 

But, the story comes from Washington, 
Mr. Hobson had neglected to remember that 
federal intervention in such an issue might 
“get the goat” of,the states-righters, and 
there are still some of these brethren, prin- 
cipally from the southern states, too. They 
never lose a chance to take a whack at any- 
thing that resembles trenching on the sacred 
rights of the states. Gradually, they discov- 
ered that federal regulation of the liquor 
traffic might invade states rights, violate the 
cardinal principle of local self-government. 

The same bitter truth dawned on Mr. 
Hobson about this time. In an instant he 
put on the back pedal. He found that his 
resolution, instead of sailing triumphantly 
into the haven of passage, would go on the 


| rocks ‘of defeat. So instead of clamoring 
| vigorously for a vote, he has manifested a 


sudden and rather sublime indifference as to 
whether a vote is taken now or some time 
in the next decade.

The: Public’ and. las@Qiate 
Medical Colleges. 


(From The Journal of the American Medical 
" Association.) 

The public in eighteen states is not ade- 
quately protected against untrained doctors. 
The boards of thirty-one states are making 
use of the legal power conferred on them to 
discriminate between medical colleges and 
to refuse recognition to those who are of 
low standard or are not properly equipned 
to furnish their students a satisfactory 
training in modern acience. Of the thirty- 
one state boards, seven will not license the 
graduate of any medical college unless he 
has completed at least two years of work 
in an approved liberal arts college before 
taking up the study of medicine. There re- 
main eighteen states, in some of which the 
boards do not have legal authority to pass 
on the character or standing of the colleges 
whose graduates may be admitted to ex- 
amination, while in other states the boards 
are apparently given ample powers, but are 
not using those powers. These states are 
Arizona, California, District of Columbia, 
Idaho, Illinois, Kansas, Maine, Massachu- 
setts, Missouri, Montana, Nebaska, Nevada, 
North Carolina, Oregon, Tennessee, Utaih, 
Washington and Wyoming. Since the grad- 
uates of these low-grade medical colleges 
cannot secure licenses in thirty-one states 
they will flock to those in which they are 
still eligible. These eighteen states, there- 
fore, are certain to be the dumping-ground 
for the output of these inferior colleges just 
so long as the practice acts permit, or so 
long as the gtate licensing boards do not 
take action against them. The people have 
the right to expect that the state—on which 
the national constitution places the respon- 
sibility—will grant them proper legislation, 
and that the licensing board—the only legal 
body having these matters in charge—will 
take such acfién as ig necessary to prote 
them against tbe ill-trained product of low- 
grade medical colleges.

The Germs in Milk. 


(From The Journal of the American Medical 
Association.) 

Living bodies, both great and small, are 
usually found in @ definite place. The bacteria 
found in milk are indeed a mixed collection. 
The fact that certain organisms are fre- 
quently found in milk does not necessarily 
mean that they originate in the udder, but 
rather directs the search toward the foous 
of infection from which they find their way 
inte*the secretion of the mammary gland. It 
is known that while the colon group is fre- 
quently found in water and milk, its natural 
habitat :is the intestinal tract of warm- 
blooded animals. The experts of the dairy 
division of the bureau of animal, industry in 
Washington have been investigating the 
sources from which the _ streptococc! may 
gain entrance into milk. The foremost possi- 
bilities are: contamination with feces, which 
must always be considered as a possible 
source of contamination; the presence in the 
herd of one or more cows with infected 
udders, and the cow's mouth, which is knoven 
to contain streptococci. Ita habit of licking 
the flanks and udder provides a more or 
less direct connection between the mouth 
of the cow and the milk-pail.

At one time, it was necessary to sit on 
the fence and interview passersby most of 
the time in order to find out what was hap- 
pening. The reporter hag relieved mankind 
of this burden. While we sleep at night, the 
reporter attends fires, prize fights, murders, 
earthquakes, cyclones, tango parties, d‘rect- 
ors’ meetings and secret gatherings of 
frenzied financiers and stuffs the proceed- 
ings thereof into the early morning news- 
paper. Thanks to the reporter, we can now 
learn at the breakfast table what is going 
to happen tomorrow and can make a fair 
guess at what happened yesterday. 

At one time, it was necessary to attend 
political meetings during a campaign in or- 
der to thear the speeches. Now the reporters 
attend the meetings and the voter reads the 
speeches on his way downtown in the street 
car. For this reason alone, the reporter is 
an inestimable boon to humanity. 

To be a good reporter, one must have 
an investigative disposition, an indomitable 
pair of legs, a set of feelings protected by 
Harveyized armor and a great aversion to 
sleep. He should also be well versed in poli- 
ties, baseball, sleuthing in its various 
branches, the habits and hiding places of 
financiers, the movements of ocean steam- 
ships, the cost of bitulithic pavement, the 
names of banquet dishes, the amount of but- 
ter fat tn good milk, the legal rate of ins» 
terest in Oklahoma, the legislation pending 
in 49 states, the batting average of Captain 
Anson in 1886, the names of Pierpont Mor- 
gan's children, the Bertillon measurements 
of Pat Crowe, the date of the Titanic disas- 
ter, the time of last cars on all lines, the 
changes in sohedule K and several million 
miscellaneous subjects of equal importance.

For all his work, the reporter gets as 
much money as a poor plumber. But He ‘s 
permitted to hang around back of the scenes 
and watche humanity putting on its show— 
which is so interesting that reporting is as 
hard to give up as other stimulants. 

Reporters do not become rich, but they 
could if they told all they knew. Because 
they do not do this, we should be grateful 
to them and not tell them all the things we 
don't know-—which is at present the great 
American diversion.

VERA CRUZ. 

Vera Cruz, which has been getting more 
advertising in the last few months than its 
commercial club could have bought with 
millions of dollars, is a city of about 30,000 
people, and has spent just 299 years in ac- 
cumulating these, having been founded in 
1615. 

Other cities lange enough to support a 
country club and an embryo skyscraper may 
well be jealous of the prominence of Vera 
Cruz. It has always had a knack of getting 
into the headlines and staying there for 
months at a time. In the history of Mexico 
Vera Cruz sticks out like an electric sign on 
Broadway. The first white men to visit 
Mexico landed at Vera Crus. General Scott, 
U. S. A., visited the city in 1846. No recep- 
tion committee greeted him at the pier, but 
this was because the air had been too full 
of solid shot to breathe in comfort for some 
days past. Emperor Maximilian landed in 
Vera Cruz in 1864. So did General Functon 
in 1914. Most everyone who comes to Mexico 
lands first at Vera Cruz, and if the visitor 
is hostile, he indicates the fact by knocking 
down the cathedral and the custom house. 
Vera Cruz has had to be rebuilt a number 
of times in consequence.

Steamships 
from all lands visit Vera Cruz between revo- 
lutions and wars, and when the Vera Cruz 
custom house goes out of business the gov- 
ernment has to get along on half rations.

MAXMILIAN. 
Maximilian was an Archduke,’ Austria 
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in the western hemisphere and died of it 
shortly afterwards. 

The real name of this unfortunate gentle- 
man was Ferdinand Maximilian Joseph. H 
was the son of the Emperor of Russia 
the younger brother of the present emperor. 
He had been carefully trained in the reign- 
ing business, but there seemed to be no 
opening for him in his own country, asd 
when the French took advantage of the civil 
war to grab off Mexico, he was offered tbe 
throne. Not being much acquainted with 
Mexico, he accepted the position. “ 

Maximilian landed in Mexico in May, 
1864, with a full outfit of crowns, sceptres, 
royal seals, chamberlains, gents of the bed 
chamber, ermine regalia ana other imperial 
fittings. He was received with great enthg- 
siasm by those who hoped to get a job un- 
der the new government and immediately 
began to reign. He reigned well and with 
all his might, passing kind and just laws, 
but it soon became evident that he didn't 
have any subjects to speak of. This is the 
worst thing that can happen to an emperor. 
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“Maximilian landed in Mexico with a full 
outfit of crowns, sceptres, royal seats, 
chambertains and other imperial fx- 
tures. 


Up in northern Mexico, Juarez was running 
a republic on his own hook, and when Maxi- 
milian observed that it was drawing all the 
big attendance figures as well as the re- 
ceipts, his envy got the better of him, and 
he began to shoot Juarists wherever he could 
find them. 

While Mexicans have abways followed 
this style of politics themselves, they re- 
sented being shot by artotal stranger, even 
if he was an emperor. By degrees Maxi- 
milian’s threne became red hot, and when 
the United States stopped fichting itself and 
began to make remarks to France about the 
Monroe Doctrine and other high explosives, 
it became evident that the‘emperor business 
in Mexico was as poor as the coal business 
in the Saihara. 

The French army left Mexico by request 
of the United States, and all of Maximilian’s 
friends pled with him to return to Europe 
even if he had to go in the steerage. But 
being emperor is an almost incurable dis- 
ease, and Maximilian stayed on, issuing de- 
crees and tacking them up himself for want 
of help and hunting each morning for a new 
regiment of deserters from the royal army. 
Finally, he was penned up in Queretan and 
captured. Two days-later he was exccuted 
with the utmost courtesy. 

Maximilian was a scholar, author, ex- 
plorer and was head of the Austrian navv 
before he came down with emperoritis. His 
fate was greatly regretted, but not entirely 
undeserved. He should have read up on 
Mexico. 


THD ALAMO. 

The Alamo was once a peaceful mission 
ehurch tn San Antonio, Texas. It was built 
of stone and adobe by the Spanish priests 
two eenturies ago for the purpose of civil- 
izing the Indians. But in order to keep the 
Indians respectful while they were being 
civilized, it was built very substantially. and 
in time of trouble the priests could lock the 
large front doors and discuss religion and 
other things through loopholes

“The question is, what did our diplo-

tecting Germans’ life and property an 
armored skiff would have been suffi- 
cient. The truth is, hewever, that we 
really intended to grab the Philippines, 
if possible, since we were badly inform- 
ed and believed that Americans did not 
want them. This mistake of our was 
strengthened by the then ambassador 
in Berlin, Mr. Andrew White. He is 
believed to have held the opinion that 
by occupying the Philippines the United 
States would simply be thrusting a 
fishi@ok into its own skin—and he 
wa ot far wrong—and he expressed 
thi Pinion, howbeit quite unofficial- 
ly, in Wilhelm strasse, although he 
later denied officially that he had said 
anvthine of the kind.

London, July 5.—A quarter of beef 
*kept for eighteen years in cold stor- 
age was exposed: to the public view 
for an hour an a half at the Smithfield 
markets recently.

ASQUITH IN OFFICE 
FOR JUST SIX YEARS 


Only Three Premiers Have 
Held for Longer Period 
Without a Break. 


London, July 5.—Premier Asquith 
has now held office for just six vears, 
thus exceeding in length the adminis- 
tration of Disraeli, who occupied the 
office from 1874 to 1880. Since the 
days of Lord Liverpool, who was 
prime minister for fifteen years, there 
have been only three statesmen who 
have held the office for a longer pe- 
riod, without a break, than Mr. As- 
quith. Two of these, Lord Melbourne 
and Lord Palmerston, both were prime 
minister for about two months longer 
tahn Mr. Asquith has been so far. The 
third that of Lord Balisbury, 
who was prime minister for exactly 
seven’ years, from 1895 to 1902. Lord 
Palmerston, during his long term of 
power, was, Hike Mr. Asquith, leader 
Of the house of commons, as well as 
prime minister. The others, however, 
sat- in the quieter atmosphere of the 
house of. lords. The present prime 
minister, too, has taken an extra bur- 
dea of the office of secretary of war, 
and his administration has been at 
least as full of hard Work as any in 
modern times.

Iron and Steel Review. 

New York, July 5.—Business in rolled 
steel products last week was not im- 
pressive. Railroad equipment orders 
were especially light, and buying by 
domestic manufacturers was further 
contracted. Hope is entertained, how- 
ever, of a decided improvement before 
the current month is out. In a few 
days official announcement is expected 
of the remainder of the Pennsylvanis 
1914 rail orders, covering 75,000 tons 
of No. 100 and 25,000 of No. 120 sec- 
tions. The distribution expected is 44 
per cent to the steel corporation 22 per 
cent each to the Pennsylvania and 
Cambridge Steel companies and 6 per 
cent each to the Bethlehem and Lacka- 
wanna Steel companies. Some large 
car orders, about 10,000 “are expected 
from the Pacific roads upon the an- 
noyncement of the interstate commerce 
commission decision. 

The most conspicuous manufacturing 
contracts were 15,000 tons of steel line 
pipe for export, 90 miles of line pipe for 
domestic gas companies and i0,000 tons 
of plates for oil tanks. A few more 
steel bar contracts were placed in the 
central west, and about 36,000 tons are 
under negotiations in the east. 

Among the railroad equipment orders 
were 6,750 tons for the Boston and 
Maine, and 2,000 tons for the Central 
Vermont. Car orders were  insignifi- 
cant. The Pennsvylivania railroad or- 
dered eighty-four locomotives. 

Steel building orders called for only 
8.000 tons of fabricated shapes. 

The United States Steel corporation 
average operations in June are estimat- 
ed at 20 per cent less than in May.

General Crop Advices Best 
of the Year, Reports 
Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet’s report says: 

Good to excellent crop reports, 
uleter distributive trade and dull or 
epressed industry and manufacture 


}are the salient features in this weeks’ 


advices. Owing to the improvement 
shown by cotton during June, reported 
promptly in these columns, added to 
continued good weather for corn, oats 
und winter wheat, the general crop 
nivices are the best of the year, or, 
indeed, for many years past, though 
hay, tobacco and possibly’ spring 
wheat, may not meet earlier sanguire 
anticipations. Distributive trade tend- 
ed to quiet as the 
approached, but June was a g00d month 
in actual sales. both by 
and retailers, especially in drygoods, 
wearing apparel, groceries and mil- 
linery, and Chicago, it might be noted, 
reports a gain of 3 per cent in dry- 
goods trade for six months, while New 
York reports only a small decrease. 
Industry has tended to quiet in prep- 
aration for the ‘semi-annual shut- 
down. New wool has been actively 
bought, raw silk imports have broken 
all records for the fiscal year, and a 
slight improvement is noted in the 
Pacific coast lumber trade. Iron and 
steel remain on short time, with buy- 
ing broadening only slowly, and cotton 
g00ds production, affected by high cost 
of cotton, shows increased restriction. 
Collections Slow. 
Collections this week are rather slow, 
though crop movements may term to 
improve this. Owing to the quickest 
recorded movement of winter wheat 
to market, money is in earlier and 
heavier demand for crop-moving pur- 
poses, and currency shipments to the 
country are increasing Six months’ 
clearings are«l.7 per cent below last 
year and 2.1 per cent below 191%, but 
large semi-annual disbursements, 
heavy income tax payments and large 
substitutions of one kind of securities 
for another have swelled weekly bank 
clearings greatly over last week and 
this week in 1912, and slightly over 
last year. The stock market has tend- 
ed to rally from the depression caused 
by the Claflin suspension, which i 
viewed rather more favorably 
ealier. The commercial paper 
has been dampened by this event, how- 
ever, and is very quiet. Municipal bond 
markets show more life and higher 
quotations. 
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SELLING WAS HEAVY 


IN COTTON MARKET 


New Orleans, July 5.—The cotton 
market lost this last week 36 to 37 
points on futures, compared with the 
close of the preceding week Selling 
was heavy from liquidating longs and 
considerable short cotton was placed. 
The main features that stimulated of- 
ferings were the condition report on 
Wednesday, the showers and lower 
temperatures in the belt toward the 
end of the week and the poor cable 
reports from Liverpool. 

Bears considered that the crop im- 
proved as the result of the weather 
conditions of the week and that while 
the condition figures of 79.6 per cent 
were higher than expected the per- 
centage of condition was higher at the 
end of the week thgn it was on June

Holidays and Inventory- 
Taking Are Restraining 
Trade, Says Dun. 


Dunn’s report says: 

This is ordinarily a dull period of the 
year, the holiday and inventory-taking 
combining to restrict activity in com- 
mercial and industrial channels. The 
prevailing quietness of trade is some- 
what@accentuated by special causes, 
such as the recent dry goods suspen- 
sions, and the general situation is char- 
acterized by a waiting attitude on the 
part of leading interests. The govern- 
ment cotton report this week was unex- 
pectedly favorable, showing, as it did. 
some improvement in the condition of 
the crop over a month ago, although 
the acreage is smaller than last year. 
The official statement caused a sharp 
break in prices, and of the 315 com- 
modity quotations regularly compiled 
by Dun'’s Review, 32 showed declines 
and 22 advances. 

Expansion in Steel. 

With the opening of the second half 
of the year a gradual expansion im the 
demand for iron and steel is anticipat- 
ed, but any early improvement in val- 
doubtful. Develop- 
ments last month in respect to railroad 
buying were appreciably better, several 
significant contracts having been 
placed. Sales of pig iron, also, were 
larger than in recent preceding months, 
but producers were obliged to offer 
further concessions to stimulate busi- 
ness. In western dry goods markets, 
and those tributary to the farming 
communities, the situation is wtmnprov- 
ing and this is expected to become more 
pronounced as the harvests approach. 
During the present month there will be 
many openings of new lines for spring. 
and hopes of an increased trade sare 
based upon crop prospects and the early 
elimination of many uncertainties. New 
England advices regarding wool are 
quite optimistic, considerable activity 
being manifest and buyers paying cur- 
rent prices without hesitation where 
the quality warrants. From the same 
section reports are received of a brisk 
distribution of footwear at retail and 
manufacturers are booking more orders, 
with hopes of further expansion this 
month. Dullness in leather is invari- 
ably experienced at this time of year, 
owing to the holiday and inventories. 
Considering the pronounced apathy in 
the securities markets, bank clearings 
during June made quite a satisfactory 
exhibit. there being a loss of only 2.2 
per cent from last vear in the daily 
average: gross earnines of railroads 
reporting fo. three weeks of June 
were 5.8 per cent smaller than for the 
same period of 1913. Statistics of com- 
mercial failures for the first six months 
showed an increase, both in number 
and amount, vet there were fewer de- 
faults last month than at any previous 
time this year. The liabilities, of course. 
were swelled far above normal by the 
dry goods suspensions ;

Silage on Southern Farms. 


There has recently Seen published a 
bulletin—Farmers’ Bulletin 556, pub- 
lished By the United States department 
of agriculture—on “The Maktmg and 
Feeding of Silage.” which should be 
Placed into the hands of every farmer 
in the country, and especially of the 
farmers in the south. We do not yet 
fully appreciate the value of silage, 
especially here in the south, where it is 
possible to grow s0 many crops suita- 
ble for silage. There is every ar®ument 
for growing and feeding silage, and not 
one against it. Of course it is neces- 
Sary to be prepared to take care of it 
before we-grow it. A place must be 
provided for it, and it must be carefully 
stored and packed, but at any cost it 
should be grown. 

If the present 
much longer, the entire crop 
should be putin the silo. The tassels 
are now drying, and the stalks will 
soon be ready for cutting. Only a few 
years ago, the corn crop through cer- 
tain sections of Georgia yielded only 
five and six bushels of graintotheacre 
on the best farms. In such cases the 
only thing to do is to put the whole 
crop in a silo, because in any other 
Way we lose the greater part of the 
feeding value of the crop, and get noth- 
in by letting the grain mature. 

Some reasons why we should grow 
and feed silage: 

1. More feed can be stored in a given 
space in the form of silage than in the 
form of fodder or hay.

nounces that by 1916 the dotble-track 
tunnel, five and one-half miles long, 
through the Selkirk mountains, will 
be completed.

ASQUITH IS RESOLVED 
TO ABOLISH THE LORDS 


British Premier Will Propose a 
Bill for a New Second 
Chamber. 


London, July 4.—The prime minister 
will soon lay before the house of com- 
mons the proposals of the government 
for a constitution of a new second 
chamber to take place of the house of 
lords. It is not expected that any at- 
tempt will be made this year to trans- 
late these proposals into law, but they 
ate being made in accordance’ with a 
promise in the kine’s speech at the 
opening of parliament that they would 
be submitted for consideration during 
the present session. 

While the scheme is not yet com- 
plete it is known that the hereditary 
principle, which even many unionists 
oppose, will be largely or entirely elim- 
inated, and that the other churches of 
the kingdom will be given similar rep- 
resentation to that now enjoyed by the 
Established Church of England. What 
the liberal party, except those opposed 
to any second chamber at all, aims at 
is to secure that the new second cham- 
ber shall, to a large extent, be in union 
with the house of commons. In order 
to obtain this it is probable that every 
freshly elected house of commons will 
have the right to nominate a certain 
proportion, perhaps one-third of the 
second chamber. Thus if a house of 
commons is liberal, so will be the other 
branch of the legislature, and if, on 
the other hand, it should be conserva- 
tive, it will be able to constitute the 
second chamber in harmony with its 
own views. 

As the house of commons is becoming 
more and more a house of groups, it 
would follow that the various groups 
would have representatives in the sec- 
ond chamber, and England may yet 
live to see laborjtes, socialists and even 
Irish nationalists seated on the benches 
now sacred to peers of the realm: 

If this plan were adopted it would 
be a question whether it would be nec 
essary to continue those provisions of 
the parliament act, which prohibit the 
upper house from vetoing house of 
common bills more than twice. 

However, this is one of the tremen- 
dous tasks which the liberal party has 
undertaken, andtocarry which it must 
overcome not only the opposition of 
the unionist party, the urch, the 
yresent peers, but that great body of 
tnglish conservatism Which will brook 
no change in established things and 
customs. .

Foiled ‘by Premature Ex- 
plosion of Bomb That Kill- 
ed Bomb Makers — Bomb 
Factory Is Found in New 
York.

New York, July 5.—In the ruins of 
the Lexington avenue tenement house, 
wrecked yesterday by the premature 
explosion of a bomb that killed Arthur 
Caron and three other persons, the au- 
thorities today found evidence that 
Caron’s apartment was’ a center for 
the distribution of inflammatory liter- 
ature, which was printed there, and 
tha® at the time of the explosion it 
was apparently a bomb factory, filled 
with the ingredients of death-dealing 
missiles. 

A small printing press, revolutionary 
pamptiets and circulars, an electric 
dynamo, two electric batteries, car- 
tridges and bits of steel were among 
the articles uncovered, which tend, in 
the opinion of the police, to show an 
anarchistic plot at assassination. That 
a demonstration, halted by the bung- 
ling of someone who was preparing 
an infernal machine for its mission, 
was planned against the Rockefeller 
famfly in Tarrytown, is the theory on 
whjch the authorities are working.
